G6 ee AMERICAN DREAM” 
Dusty Rhodes fought off 
one of the most talent-laden fields 
ever to win his third consecutive 
Bunkhouse Stampede champion- 
ship on January 24 at Nassau Coli- 
seum in Uniondale, Long Island. 

Rhodes eliminated Konga the 
Barbarian after 30 minutes of heat- 
ed action which included such 
.NWA superstars as Road Warrior 
Animal, Tully Blanchard, Arn An- 
derson, Lex Luger, The Warlord, 
and Ivan Koloff. Seven of the eight 
men gained berths in the $500,000 
final by winning preliminary Stam- 
pedes during December and Janu- 
ary at arenas throughout the coun- 
try. Rhodes advanced to the finals 
when he won a wildcard steel 
cage match on January |! in 
Atlanta. 

“This is one of the greatest mo- 
ments of my career,” said Rhodes, 
whose victory stunned the live 
crowd of 7,000 at the Coliseum 
and thousands more watching on 
pay-per-view TV. “People said I 
couldn't do it, they said ‘The 
Dream’ was too old and the com- 
petition was too tough, but I got 
down and showed these people 
that ‘The Dream’ will never die.” 

The Stampede was fought in a 
steel cage and the wrestlers, 
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For the third year in a row, Dusty Rhodes (elbowsmashing Arn Anderson) is the Bunkhouse 
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Stampede champion. Eight men took part in the brutal final match at Long Island’s Nassau 
Coliseum. Rhodes won by shoving Konga the Barbarian over the top of the cage. 


dressed in street clothes, were al- 
lowed to bring anything they want- 
ed to the ming. Nearly 15 minutes 
passed before a wrestler was elim- 
inated. Finally, Ivan Koloff was sent 
over the top of the cage by Ani- 
mal.

This ap- 
peared to be a mismatch, as 
Konga is one of the strongest men 
in wrestling. Indeed, Konga was 
on the verge of victory when he 
tried to push Rhodes out the door, 
but Dusty battled back valiantly.

MITCH SNOW 


Mitch Snow’s story is more than the chronicle of a talented 
young grappler bound for success. It's the story of a young 
boy who had to overcome great odds before he could even 


climb into the ring 


S A YOUNG boy growing up 

in Newport News, Virginia, 
Mitch Snow watched wrestling on 
TV. And, like many of his class- 
mates, he dreamed of someday 
earning glory in the squared 
circle. 


But nine-year-old Mitch was 
confined to a wheelchair, the re- 
sult of a dislocated hip suffered 
while playing football three years 
earlier. Doctors had told the boy 
he would be — permanently 
disabled. 


Thirteen years ago, Mitch Snow was barely able to walk. Today, he is one of virestiing? S up- 
and-coming contenders. Snow’s story is truly inspiring. 
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But young Mitch refused to give 
up. And 13 years later, a graceful 
and powerful Snow would come 
tantalizingly close to winning Curt 
Hennig’s AWA World title.

From then on, | knew | was going 
to get up out of that wheelchair.” 

The young boy undertook an in- 
tense program of physical thera- 
py. He learned to crawl, then 
walk, all over again. He began 
swimming and running for miles 
each day, gaining power and 
speed until he soon outstripped 
his classmates. 

By the eighth grade, doctors 
pronounced him fit enough to en- 
gage in organized sports. Mitch 
wasted no time hitting the mat. 
Not content with just regaining his 
health, Mitch went on to excel in 
athletics, winning three straight 
high schoo! state championships 
from 1983 through 1985.

AWA World title. The 22-year-old grappler works hard to develop strategies and utilize maneu- 
vers that will give him a strong competitive edge. 


He was a 142-pound national 
champion for Elon college, , train- 
ing for the Olympic team, when 
he called the offices of Jim Crock- 
ett Promotions for a tryout. Scouts 
there were impressed, and Snow 
made his ring debut against sea- 
soned veteran Nelson Royal in 
Columbia, South Carolina, later 
that year. 

As a rookie he wrestled in the 
Central States area, where he 
clashed with men such as Tully 
Blanchard and Arn Anderson, be- 
fore he moved on to Florida, 
where he teamed with Kendall 
Windham and Brady Boone. 

He also became close friends 
with Robert Gibson of the Rock 
’n’ Roll Express; the two men em- 
ploy a similar style of alternating 
power moves with speed. The link 
between them is symbolized by 
the bandana Snow wears around 
his right wrist; it was given to him 
by a female fan who received it 
from Gibson. 

Another break for Snow came 
when veteran Wahoo McDaniel 
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took the promising rookie under 
his wing. When McDaniel left for 
the AWA in August 1987, he per- 
suaded Snow to follow him, con- 
vincing him that he would 
progress faster in the AWA. 

Wahoo was right. Snow rose 
rapidly through the ranks of the 
AWA, developing two potent fin- 
ishing moves to complement his 
extensive amateur repertoire: the 
“jam slam,” a combination 
hiptoss/belly-to-belly suplex that is 
more devastating than either 
move alone, and a variation of the 
piledriver in which he _ stretches 
his opponent parallel to the ring 
an instant before impact. Adding 
these to the pure athletic ability 
that. allows him to execute 
backflips from the top rope made 
Snow an exceptionally well-round- 
ed matman. 

This combination of power and 
speed would result in victories 
over some of the top names in 
the AWA: muscleman Kevin Kelly, 
Russian powerhouse Soldat 
Ustinov, and Canadian star Nick 


Kiniski. His greatest victory of the 
last year came in the second 
week of October when he pinned 
Larry Zbyszko (As Zbyszko was 
going for a press-slam, Snow 
caught him in a small package.) 
Within a month, he had his title 
shot against Hennig. 


In that match, Snow had 
Hennig stunned with his “jam 
slam”; unfortunately, Hennig’s 


foot hit referee Gary DeRusha, 
who lay dazed while Snow cov- 
ered Hennig for a three-count. At 
this point, Dick Slater interfered 
on Hennig’s behalf, allowing 
Hennig to attack Snow from be- 
hind and pin him just as DeRusha 
recovered. 

“Sure it was a_ disappoint- 
ment,” Snow said of the match, 
“but I’ve overcome more serious 
obstacles than Hennig and Slater 
in my lifetime. | plan to continue 
my quest for the AWA title, and 
I'd also like to find a partner to 
team with on a regular basis.” 

Snow’s future in the sport ap- 
pears bright. In addition to pos- 
sessing dazzling good looks, 
Snow is mature beyond his 22 
years. He is selfless, personable, 
and dedicated. Because of his 
early health problems, Mitch is a 
strong supporter of the “Say No 
To Drugs” campaign and makes 
frequent guest appearances at 
high schools to stress to kids the 
danger of chemical abuse. 

“We only have one body,” he 
explained, ‘and ! was lucky 
enough to get a second chance 
at walking. | don’t like to see any- 
one abuse the privilege of health, 
and if | can be an inspiration to 
anyone or talk anyone out of us- 
ing drugs, then | know I’ve made 
a contribution to someone’s life.” 

While he may lack a title at 
present, Snow has already over- 
come championship-caliber odds 
to reach his place in the sport. 
He’s almost certain to go much, 
much farther. LC

native of Milan, Italy, gained instant fame when she upset Candi Devine in Las Vegas two 
days after Christmas in the finals of the AWA World women’s championship tournament. 

But as observers have come to expect with Madusa, the decision was not without controversy. 

Several ringsiders reported seeing Nick Kiniski, one of the wrestlers Madusa has managed in 
“The Perfect Tag Team’’ (along with ‘Mr. Magnificent’ Kevin Kelly), interfere on her behalf. 

But the decision stood. 
Now, as both champion and manager, Miceli will be called’ upon to make frequent title de- 
fenses while continuing to guide Kiniski and Kelly to the AWA World tag team championship 
currently held by The Midnight Rockers. 

The new champion projects two images. Out of the ring she is stylish, well-spoken, and relaxed 
to the point of seeming demure. But near the ring, the tempestuous blonde becomes a raging ti- 
gress. Both qualities were evident during the interview she gave The Wrestler Senior Editor Bill 

Apter in Minneapolis that, like so many of her matches, ended in outside interference.

Ted DiBiase is luxuriating 
in his riches, taunting WWF fans with 
his money while hoping to buy the 
WWF title. But for much of his ca- 
reer, DiBiase was a hard-working sci- 
entific wrestler. 

Ted DiBiase is the son of women’s 
wrestling star Helen Hild and Iron 
Mike DiBiase, an outstanding amateur 
and pro wrestler who died in 1969 due 
to injuries suffered during a match. 
DiBiase was born in Omaha, Nebras- 
ka. Following his father’s death, DiBi- 
ase moved to Arizona where he was a 
highly recruited high school football 
player. He attended West Texas State 
on a football scholarship because he 
wanted to be near the Funk family. 

DiBiase decided to become a full- 
time pro wrestler in 1975, losing his 
debut match to Danny Hodge. He held 
the Missouri title for 14 days in 1978, 
and later that year went to the WWF 
for the first time. He held the WWF's 
version of the North American title in 
1978 and 1979 before returning to the 
Midwest in 1980. In 1981 he suffered a 
spinal injury when he was piledrived 
by. The Freebirds. 

In 1982, DiBiase became a_ rule- 
breaker and feuded in the Mid-South 
with Hacksaw Jim Duggan. In No- 
vember 1983, DiBiase won the Georgia 
National title when he beat Brett 
Wayne in Cleveland. The following 
year, DiBiase and muscleman Hercules 
Hernandez combined to win the Mid- 
South tag belts from The Rock ’n’ 
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Roll Express. Ted scored one of his 
greatest victories on January 16, 1985, 
when he beat Brad Armstrong for the 
Mid-South area’s North American 
belt. After losing the title to Terry 
Taylor, DiBiase began teaming with 
Steve Williams. 

DiBiase became a fan favorite once 
again in 1985 because of a brutal feud 
with Dick Murdoch. Following a 
match between DiBiase and NWA 
champ Ric Flair, Murdoch piledrived 
DiBiase on the cement floor. While ly- 
ing in the hospital with the same spinal 
injury that killed his father, DiBiase 
had a change of heart. He returned to 
the cheers of the fans and reunited 
with Williams to win the Mid-South 
tag belts on December 26, 1985. Wil- 
liams and DiBiase engaged in a vicious 
feud with The Freebirds during the 
summer of 1986. Later that year, Ted 


had his ribs broken by former UWF 
champ One Man Gang. 

In mid-1987, DiBiase signed a con- 
tract with the WWF. Billed as “The 
Million-Dollar Man,” DiBiase’s habit 
of showing off his wealth earned him 
many enemies and drew the wrath of 
the fans. In December, DiBiase offered 
Hulk Hogan a large sum of money to 
sell him the WWF World title. When 
Hogan refused, DiBiase made the same 
offer to Andre the Giant. Andre ac- 
cepted and agreed to sell the belt to 
DiBiase if he beat Hogan for the title 
on February 5 in Indianapolis. 

At press time, that match was only a 
few weeks away. With the WWF 
World title in its greatest turmoil, the 
editors of The Wrestler dug deep into 
its photo files to come up with this 
pictorial spotlight on an outstanding, 
but controversial, star—Ted DiBiase.

HE OFFICES OF The Wrestler 
have seen more than their fair 
share of illustrious visitors this past 
month, but few were as hotly antici- 
pated as the young Canadian star who 
jetted into New York before embark- 
ing on his most recent tour of Japan. 
When he arrived at out offices, 
Owen Hart was met by a rare full 
roster of our staff. Senior Editor Bill 
Apter disconnected his phone; veteran 
scribe Matt Brock made a rare office 
appearance; editors Gian Trotta and 
Andy Rodriguez were as enthusiastic 
about the visit as kids on Christmas 
Eve; even Eddie Ellner was on his best 
behavior.

tounding arsenal of both aerial and 
scientific skills. What happens to him 
this year could determine whether he 
helps carry the sport into the next de- 
cade—or fizzles away as another mere 
flash-in-the-pan. 

Upon his ‘arrival, Hart’s greetings 
quickly gave way to serious talk. It 
was anticipated that discussions with 
Hart would include a great deal of 
“thow I will avoid the sophomore jinx”’ 
talk, but Owen took everybody’s 
breath away when he made the follow- 
ing bombshell announcement: 

“Yd like to wrestle NWA World 
champion Ric Flair this summer.” 

It’s a testimony to Owen’s skill and 
promise that our surprise soon turned 
to anticipation. What a match it would 
be! A clash of two tremendous wres- 
tlers, one at the peak of his career and 
the other just entering full bloom. 

*T hope this doesn’t come as too 
big a shock,” Hart said. ‘‘Of course, a 
lot of people challenge Flair, but I am 
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Flair (right) has been challenged dozens of times, so he may not be too concerned about Hart.

very serious about this, and I’m deter- 
mined to sign the match. I know that 
to continue to excel in this sport I’ll 
have to face the toughest competition 
there is, and I can’t think of a wrestler 
who’d be a better test of my character 
than the NWA heavyweight champion!

“You know,’ Owen continued, 
‘ve always had the greatest respect 
for Flair’s wrestling skills, because I 
feel that his style is a remarkable bal- 
ance of science and brawling. It’s not 
my style, of course, but I think my 
style, given maturity, is better. And I 


want to test my style against his. I’ve 
studied his tapes extensively, and I’m 
amazed at the way he’s able to counter 
just about every move.” 

It would be hard to give either man 
a clear-cut edge. Owen is mature be- 
yond his years in the ring; Flair has the 
endurance of a 20-year-old. Owen is a 
better flyer, perhaps the best in the 
world; Flair, who is remarkably agile 
though not acrobat, is a better brawler. 
The two men’s respective strengths and 
weaknesses would seem to cancel each 
other out rather neatly. But Flair’s 
years of constant battles against all 
styles and sizes of wrestlers gives him 
a substantial advantage in experience. 
Hart would also have to contend with 
“The Nature Boy’s” habit of title pre- 
serving self-disqualifications. But Hart 
would have the considerable advantage 
of his hometown fans’ support. 

Assistant Editor Andy Rodriguez 
asked Owen if he thought the match to 
be feasible; many such dream matches 
are easier said than done. Rodriguez’s

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EXAS HAS ALWAYS had a repu- 

tation for rough and rugged 
wrestling, and few wrestlers current- 
ly competing in the Lone Star State 
have a greater reputation for tough- 
ness and grit than the team of “Hol- 
lywood” John Tatum and Jack Vic- 
tory. Victory and Tatum look and 
wrestle like rugged cowboys who 
have just come in after a six-month 
cattle drive on a tornado-blasted Tex- 
as plain. Since the merger of World 
Class and Wild West, the two have 
ridden roughshod over the Texas — 
mat scene. 

Current World Class tag. titlists 
Kevin and Kerry Von Erich have 
been too busy pursuing individual 
titles to actively defend the belts 
against Tatum and Victory, the cur- 
rent Wild West and Texas tag team 
champions. But the return from the 
independant circuit of two old rivals 
from the past—The Fantastics—has 
given Victory and Tatum a new tar- 
get for their violent efforts. 

Tommy Rogers and Bobby Fulton 
are not easily intimidated. Former 
World Class tag team champions 
themselves, The Fantastics have long 
been loved by the Texas fans. They'd 
like to regain their past stature in the 
hearts of their admirers, and winning 
a tag title would go a long way to- 
ward achieving that goal. 

But Tatum and Victory are greet- 
ing The Fantastics with clenched fists 
instead of open arms. While turning 
back the challenge of the high-flying 
fan favorites would virtually guaran- 
tee them a series of title shots 
against the Von Erichs,. the reaction 
of Tatum and Victory would indicate 
more of a bloodlust than a lust for 
titles. 

“We don’t care about breaking 
records, we care about breaking 
heads,” said Victory. “I can’t think of 
anyone who needs to be bashed 
more than those two spastic pretty 
boys. Believe me, we’d pass up a 
title shot in a second just to be able 
to put a few scars on their wimpy 
faces. But it just so happens that 
they're top contenders to our belts,

HERE’S NO SUCH thing as a 

sure thing in sports, but in are- 
nas from Long Island to Los Ange- 
les—and into Canada—when the 
WWF puts Hulk Hogan on a wres- 
tling card, it's a sure thing that 
there'll be very few (if any) seats 
empty when match time 
around, 

Nassau Coliseum on Long Island 
is three-quarters empty for cards 
when Hogan doesn’t appear; sold 
out when he does. The Spectrum in 
Philadelphia is half-empty for the 
average WWF card; nearly sold out 
when Hogan is there. In Canada, 
the name Hulk Hogan is as likely to 
draw a sellout as Wayne Gretzky or 
Mario Lemieux. 

He stands alone in professional 
wrestling as the one name immedi- 
ately recognizable even by those 


rolls - 


who have never seen a wrestling 
match. He appears on TV talk 
shows and in commercials. His face 
appears on ice cream bars and bill- 
boards, on book covers and on lit- 
erally hundreds of magazine covers. 
It's. gotten to the point where the 
name Hulk Hogan transcends the 
WWF World championship belt 
itself. 

Indeed, belt or no belt, Hulk Ho- 
gan is the people’s champion! 

Hulk Hogan means more than 
the WWF World title. He is a prod- 
uct to be marketed and sold. He is 
a face, a way of life, an attitude, 
and the idol of children throughout 
North America. 

The WWF title is in turmoil. Ted 
DiBiase’s offer to buy the belt from 
Hogan and later, when Hogan re- 
fused to sell it, from Andre the Gi-

ant, touched off one of the biggest 
controversies in wrestling history. 
DiBiase, Andre, Bobby Heenan, and 
WWF President Jack Tunney have 
all come under fire. The only per- 
son whose image hasn't been tar- 
nished is Hogan. Hulkamania is big- 
ger than ever. 
*%* * 

From 12-year-old Adam Burdell 
of Boston: ““The Hulkster’ is my 
hero because he knows how to talk 
to us kids. All these athletes come 
out on TV all the time and talk 
about money and never talk about 
how the fans help them, but Hulk 
makes me feel like I’m in the ring 
helping him. He’s what I want to be 
like when I grow up. 

From 41-year-old Doris Davidson 
of Toronto: “He sets a good exam- 
ple for my children. There’s so 


much junk on TV these days, and 
you always have to be so careful 
about what you let your kids 
watch. But I always feel safe with 
Hogan. He passes on the right val- 
ues to the children: work hard, take 
your vitamins, eat well, and always 
say your prayers. Some people say 
he’s not sincere, but I don’t think it 
matters. It’s the message that 
counts.” 

From 21-year-old Robert Sandler 
of San Francisco: “Hogan has an 
incredible ego, but he deserves to 
feel good about himself. The man is 
one of the greatest stars in the 
world and definitely one of the 
most entertaining. Even those times 
he was on The Tonight Show with 
Joan Rivers, he was as comfortable 
in front of a camera as any of the 
big movie stars. He comes off as 
being genuine. | like him because | 
can believe him.” 

From 16-year-old Stacey Robin- 
son of Dallas: “He’s no sex symbol 
or anything, but he’s not a bad-

one look at Scott Hall and 
drool. The tall (6'8” and 290 pounds), 
dark, and handsome young man 
looks like he can rule the wrestling 
world at will, drawing the men to 
matches with his power and domina- 
tion of opponents, the women with 
his classic good looks. 

Then they take one look at Hall's 
record and sigh disappointedly: run- 
ner-up for Most Improved Wrestler 
of 1986, AWA World tag team cham- 
pion with Curt Hennig for four 
months of that same year ... and 


nothing else. No singles titles to 
show for his four years in the game. 
And over the past year, he’s floated 
from the AWA to Florida to Japan to 
Memphis, back to Japan, and then 
back to Memphis. With little result. 

Scott Hall is a supreme talent on a 
roundabout road to nowhere. He is 
drowning in his potential, trying to 
live up to his press releases. 

The April 1986 issue of our sister 
publication Inside Wrestling haunts 
his every move. In “Ready For The 
Hall Of Fame: The AWA’s Future Is 
In Scott Hall’s Hands!” we wrote: 

. and as Flair did over the de- 
cade that followed his debut, Scott 
Hall has the potential to galvanize 
the sport of professional wrestling 
through his formidable size and his 
ever-developing skills (learned at the 
hands of such ringmasters as Flair, 
Barry Windham, Magnum T.A., Terry 
Taylor, Harley Race, Pat O’Connor, 
Curt Hennig, and Rick Martel). In- 
deed, Scott Hall could do for a suf- 
fering AWA what Flair did for the 
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NWA, or what Hulk Hogan has done 
for the WWF over the years. 

But he didn’t. Hall got caught up 
in a senseless feud with the South 
African madman Col. DeBeers and 
eventually fled from the area. In Flor- 
ida, his title hopes were again side- 
tracked by a feud with Kevin Sullivan 
and Sir Oliver Humperdink. Wherev- 
er he goes, Hall is targeted for evil. 
Each time, he falls into the trap— 
only the trap is his own. 

The editors of The Wrestler are 
deeply disturbed by Hall’s career 
course. The Scott Hall career blue- 
print called for a world champion- 
ship by 1987; 1988 at the latest. In- 
stead, Hall is struggling trying to get 
back on track in the CWA. His name 
recognition is fading. He hasn’t wres- 
tled for a world title in nearly two 
years. And we're not about to sit 
back and watch a great athlete's ca- 
reer fade into oblivion. 

It's time to get your act together, 
Scott Hall! 

“Scott Hall is taller than Hogan, 
weighs as much as Hogan, and al- 
though Hulk is more muscular, Scott 
has a body more suited for profes- 
sional wrestling,” said former wres- 
tling great Pat O'Connor. “He's fast- 
er and gets around the ring better. 
He also has the training. Hogan is 
purely a brawler and didn’t have the 
teachers that Hall had. Believe me, 
Scott has all the markings of a super- 
star. | don’t know what's happened 
to him.”

HILE FANS AROUND the 

world circled February 5 
on their wrestling calendars—the 
night of the long-awaited Andre 
the Giant vs. Hulk Hogan re- 
match—those with a sense of histo- 
ry, and the future, eagerly antici- 
pated the following evening in 
Charlotte, North Carolina. 

Lex Luger and Barry Windham 
were scheduled to wrestle Ric 
Flair and Am Anderson in a match 
with serious implications for all

involved: 

@For the first time since their 
memorable meetings in 1986, 
when Lex was a rookie champion 
in Florida, Luger and Flair would 
be on opposite sides of the ring; 
their battles were put on hold 
when Luger joined The Four 
Horsemen last February. 

@For the first time since late 
1986, Windham and Luger, former 
tag team partners who reconciled 
on January 15 in Richmond, Virgin- 


ia, would team again; Luger and 
Windham were an outstanding 
duo with youth and unlimited 
potential. 

@eWindham had already re- 
ceived—and tumed down—an of- 
fer from J.J. Dillon to join the 
Horsemen. Was his teaming with 
Luger merely a smokescreen for a 
possible three-on-one attack with 
Anderson and Flair? Was Wind- 
ham, in the most devious way pos- 
sible, merely plotting revenge

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against Luger for ignoring his 
pleas to stay away from the Horse- 
men last year? 

@Perhaps most importantly, and 
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certainly most subtly, Luger and 
Am Anderson were sure to go 
head-to-head at some point in the 
match; Luger wanted it that way, 
for Am Anderson is the first target 
in Luger's four-point plan to de- 
stroy The Four Horsemen! 


“Bm Anderson has no way to 
get out of this,’ said Luger. 
“There’s no escape. He has chal- 
lenged me time and again. He has 
put me down, tried to control my 
career, and attacked me from be- 
hind. These are the biggest mis- 
takes of his life. He might be cool, 
he might be calculating, but he is 
no match for ‘The Total Package.’ 
He is the one I want to destroy, 


Ever since leaving The Four Horsemen, 
Lex Luger has waged a one-on-three 
battle against his former teammates. 
Luger is concentrating his initial efforts 
on destroying Arn Anderson, hoping to 
cause a domino effect that will eliminate 
wrestling’s most feared clique! 
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because when he is gone the rest 
of the Horsemen will come tum- 
bling down with him, 

‘T spent one full year with these 
men,’ Luger continued. “I know 
how they work, I know their strat- 
egies. Tully Blanchard might have 
the money, J.J. Dillon might have 
the brains, and Ric Flair may think 
he’s a classy World champion, but 
it all comes down to Am. He was 
there when the Horsemen started, 
and only he can end them.” 

Luger has already defeated An- 
derson in several one-on-one 
meetings, but has yet to seriously 
injure Am or make him entertain 
thoughts of retreating. At the Phila- 
delphia Civic Center in January, 
Luger had Am caught in a painful 
bearhug for most of the match, but 
for some reason held off on sen- 
ously punishing his former team- 
mate. Finally, Luger tossed Ander- 
son into the ropes, floored him 
with a clothesline, and easily 
scored the pin. 

This has led some observers, in- 
cluding Windham, to conclude 
that Luger is waiting for the proper 
moment before he knocks off An- 
derson. ‘‘Am is a crafty individual, 
but there’s no doubt in my mind 
that Lex could tear him to shreds if 
he wanted to,” said Windham. 
“Talk about Am and you're talking 
about an above average singles 
grappler and a great tag team 
wrestler. Talk about Lex and 
you're into a whole new galaxy. 
Am is a star who’s reached a Ca- 
reer plateau; Lex is a superstar 
whose potential still hasn’t been 
fulfilled.” 

With Windham at his side, 
Luger has only improved his 
chances of achieving greatness. 
The two hadn't spoken to each 
other in over a year when they 
finally buried the hatchet in Rich- 
mond. Windham was wrestling 
Blanchard and had him pinned af 
ter 27 minutes. Suddenly, howev- 
er, the match was stopped when 
J.J. Dillon rang the bell. 

Tony Schiavone, Jim Ross, and 
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Luger told referee Tommy Young 
what had happened. After Young 
watched a replay, the match was 
ordered to continue. Almost im- 
mediately, Blanchard rolled up 
Windham for the pin..But just as 
Young was ready to finish the 
three-count, Luger ran into the ring 
and held up the referee’s hand. 
Luger, however, had mun into an 
ambush, Anderson and Flair ran 
into the ring and, with Blanchard, 


stretched out Luger for an assault 
from the ropes. Then Flair stopped 
for a moment, looked at Windham, 
and said, ‘Go for it! This is your 
chance to become a Horseman!” 

Those in attendance at the arena 
later reported that the following 
moment of indecision seemed like 
an eternity, but in reality Windham 
wasted little time smashing Flair to 
the canvas. Sting led several wres- 
tlers from the dressing room to 
help clear the ring. 

This set up the February 6 show- 
down. On an interview later, Luger 
admitted that he made a mistake 


by joining the Horsemen and told 
Windham he wanted to make 
amends. Windham said he would, 
too, and the match against Flair 
and Anderson was signed less 
than an hour later. 

The implications for the future 
are obvious: Luger and Windham 
will eventually get a title match 
against NWA World tag team 
champions Anderson and Blan- 
chard. And the Flair-Luger match-

es. will resume; it’s a natural, both 
in the ring and at the box office.

I WROTE THAT back in 1985 in 
the July issue of Inside Wrestling 
and | still look back on it proudly.

speak my piece. 

Three years later we're on the 
verge of WrestleMania IV and, to 
be honest, I had hopes there’d nev- 
er be a WrestleMania II. But things 
have changed since 1985. Liberace 
is dead; | don’t miss him. Muham- 
mad Ali hardly ever appears in 
public because, in all honesty, the 
man is about as coherent as Andre 
the Giant. And Billy Martin is back 
managing the Yankees. At least 
some things have changed. 


WrestleMania itself has also 
changed. It's much more palatable 
than it was back in 1985, when 
McMahon created a circus and 
called it WWF wrestling. There 
were far less celebrities at Wrestle- 
Mania Il] than the 25 at WrestleMa- 
nia II. The focus of the card was 
the first-rate action. McMahon tried 
to bring back Mr. T early last year 
as a so-called “enforcer,” but the 
public wasn’t buying. The man who 
got rich by underestimating the 
public had finally gone too far. At 
least he hasn't tried bringing back 
the Radio City Music Hall 
Rockettes. 

Remember that? The sight of 
those leggy dames parading around 
the revered Madison Square Garden 
ring (a place where greats like 
Bruno Sammartino, Pedro Morales,

Bob Backlund, and almost anybody 
who’s ever meant anything in wres- 
tling plied their trade) prior to the 
WrestleMania | main event made 
me sick. 1 still haven’t forgiven Mc- 
Mahon for that. 

I know there were some good 
things about WrestleMania [. | 
somehow remember walking out of 
the Garden that Sunday afternoon 
with some sense of satisfaction that 
for all the hype and all the hoopla, 
wrestling won out over all. There 
were two title changes—The fron 
Sheik and Nikolai Volkoff won the 
tag belts from Barry Windham and 
Mike Rotundo, and Wendi Richter 
defeated Lelani Kai for the women’s 
title—but even those matches had 
their bad sides. 

For one, the tag match was total- 
ly out of control; Sheik and Volkoff 
scored a tainted victory when Sheik 
used Fred Blassie’s cane to knock 
out Windham. Volkoff fell on top of 
a dazed Windham to win the belts. 
It was a low point in WWF tag 
team history. The  Richter-Kai 
match was pretty good for a wom- 
en’s match, but what was Cyndi 
Lauper doing at ringside? By the 
time WrestleMania rolled around, 
even the most deluded individual 


was tired of this orange-haired 
freak of nature, who thankfully has 
since purged herself from the sport. 

The much-anticipated main event 
turned out to be less ridiculous than 
I had thought. Hulk Hogan and Mr. 
T defeated Paul Orndorff and 
Roddy Piper. Even though I was 
dead set against Mr. T appearing in 
a wrestling ring, he gave a decent 
account of himself. But he still 
didn’t belong, and neither did the 
outer-ring referee, Ali, who at one 
point took a swing at Cowboy Bob 
Orton, who was at ringside for the 
rulebreaking contingent. 

One thing that will always stick 
in my mind is all the know-nothing 
reporters that were on hand for the 
event. There were reporters from 
Time, Newsweek, People, Sports Il- 
lustrated, and several daily papers 
covering WrestleMania I, and none 
of them had the slightest idea what 
they were watching. They were im- 
pressed by the spectacle—and that 
was enough. Throw the mega-mag- 
azines a celebrity or two and 
they're happy. Being surrounded by 
such ignorance was an experience 
in itself.

Hart dives at Jason. If Hart and Flair do meet, 
it will most likely be in Hart’s hometown of 
Calgary. That would provide Hart with a sig- 
nificant advantage. 


answer came not from Owen, but 
from Matt Brock: 

“You know,” the veteran -scribe 
pointed out, “for many years back 
before your time, young Andrew, 
NWA champions like Jack Brisco and 
the Funk brothers would trek up to 
Calgary to defend the title against the 
Stampede area’s top men.” 

“Quite right,” Hart agreed. “And 
while the NWA title has never changed 
hands in Calgary, it certainly is some- 
thing to shoot for, wouldn’t you 
agree?”’ 

So the dream match of 1988 could, 
in fact, take place this July. Owen is 
certainly willing, but what about Flair? 

“This styler and profiler has heard 
all about young Hart,” Flair said, 
“and I must admit that I’m slightly 
impressed. Slightly. Of course, to chal- 
lenge the NWA champion, one must 
first earn a number-one ranking in the 


NWA ratings. So when he gets out of 
his one-horse town and beats some real 
wrestlers, maybe I’ll give him a shot.” 

As far as most of the wrestling 
world is concerned, Flair’s view of 
Stampede is far too narrow; the com- 
petition in that area is better than his 
“‘one-horse town’? description would 
lead people to believe. Flair was also 
inaccurate in stating that Hart would 
have to be the NWA’s number-one 
challenger to be granted a title shot. If 
Flair were to agree to defend his title 
in Calgary, Hart, as Stampede’s North 
American champion, would be the 
rightful recipient of the opportunity. 
And, while Flair hasn’t visited Calgary 
in recent years, Hart’s emergence as 
1987 Rookie of the Year, along with 
his promise of excellence to come, 
makes a Flair-Hart match highly at- 
tractive to the wrestlers, promoters, 
and fans alike. 

Should that come to pass, a strong 
1988 Match of the Year candidate 
could well be in the offing. O

Finally, the action moved to the 
top of the cage and, with a gar- 
gantuan effort, Dusty sent Konga 
falling to the arena floor. 

Also on the card, Larry Zbyszko 
defeated Barry Windham for the 
Westem States title, pinning the 
champion at the 19:16 mark with a 
little help from his valet, Baby Doll 
(Zbyszko hit Windham in the head 
with her shoe!). 

That same evening, a crowd of 
over 17,000 at Copps Coliseum in 
Hamilton, Ontario, saw Hacksaw 
Jim Duggan win the 20-man WWF 
“Royal Rumble” by eliminating 
One Man Gang. The Royal Rumble 
was a unique battle royal conduct- 
ed similar to The Survivor Senes. 
The match started with Brett Hart 
and Tito Santana wrestling for two 
minutes. At that point, and every 
two minutes thereafter, another 
wrestler entered the ring (numbers 
were drawn earlier in the evening, 
but nobody knew the exact order 
of entrance). It was also possible 
for the rulebreakers to greatly out- 
number the fan favorites and vice 
versa. A wrestler was eliminated 
when he was tossed over the top 
rope. 

The order of elimination was as 
follows: Butch Reed, Santana, Boris 
Zukhov, Harley Race, Jim Brunzell, 
Jim Neidhart, Sam Houston, Hart, B. 
Brian Blair, Jake “The Snake” Rob- 
erts, Nikolai Volkoff, Hillbilly Jim, 
Danny Davis, The Ultimate Warrior, 
Junkyard Dog, Ron Bass, Magnifi- 
cent Muraco, Dino Bravo, and 
Gang. Bravo, incidentally, bench- 
pressed 715 pounds with the help 
of Jesse Ventura earlier in the eve- 
ning. Bravo did lift 665 pounds 
(only 40% pounds shy of Ted 
Arcidi’s official world record) on 
his own, but keep in mind that this 
was not an official competition and 
the weights were never examined 
for legitimacy. 

Getting back to the Rumble, 
Santana was triple-teamed by Hart, 


Hacksaw Duggan eliminated One Man Gang 
to win the WWF Royal Rumble held at 
Copps Coliseum in Hamilton, Ontario. 
Reed, and Neidhart, before getting 
saved by Roberts. Santana, howev- 
er, was wom down and easily 
eliminated early on.

careers; Rich, it appears, is just now 
recovering from the physical and 
mental effects. 

The Hall-DeBeers feud was de- 
structive to both men. Neither was a 
clear winner and neither has been in 
the spotlight since the feud ended. 
DeBeers has wrestled for several

small independent promotions; Hall 
has tried to regain the momentum 
he lost during that feud and is only 
now showing signs of being able to 
do so. 

“That's really what happened,” 
said Greg Gagne. “He lost momen- 
tum. Scott was really hot for a while. 
In fact, many people considered him 
the best wrestler in the AWA and 
possibly the best drawing card. But 
just at the time he should’ve been 
going after [Nick] Bockwinkel’s title, 
he started getting caught up in the 
whole apartheid issue with DeBeers. 
It totally threw him off.” 

In Florida, Hall had to sidetrack 
his title hopes when Sullivan, Hump- 
erdink, and Paul £. Dangerously sent 
a 6'3”, 330-pound monster named 
Tombstone after him. Tombstone, 
however, never held the Florida title. 
When Hall finally left the area last 
summer, he hadn’t either. 

Hall’s arrival in the CWA can be 
taken as a positive sign. 

“Many of us were very excited 
when Scott decided to come to 
Memphis,” said Lawler. “Although 
it's going to make it tougher on all 
of us, it’s great to have a wrestler 
like Hall around because he has so 
much potential for greatness.” 

It also puts him in line for a shot 
at Curt Hennig’s AWA World title. 
Hall, who is currently ranked fourth 
in the CWA, is clearly within striking 
distance of a match with Hennig. 

He can’t blow it this time. Al 
though Hall is still young at 28, he’s 
already lost too many chances. Un- 
less he’s careful, Hall will be labeled 
as an underachiever and his value to 
promoters will drop markedly. 

Scott Hall appears to be on the 
rebound, but he must go all the 
way. He can’t get involved in any- 
more useless feuds. His one goal 
must be a major singles champion- 
ship. He’s already a year overdue 
and time is no longer the greatest of 
his considerable commodities. 0

so let them step right up, and we'll 
beat them right down.” 

“My heart is really in this,” Tatum 
added. ‘‘When | heard that those 
powder puffs had come back to Tex- 
as, | wasted no time signing my 
name on a match contract. And that 
was only the beginning of our luck. 
A couple of days later, | ran into 
Vince Apollo.” 

Apollo signed Tatum and Victory 
to join New Age Management, a 
group of rulebreaking wrestlers man- 
aged by Apollo and Gary Hart that 
includes World Class champion Al 
Perez. It had been reported that 
Apollo paid the duo one of the hefti- 
est signing bonuses in Texas history, 
though Apollo refused to-divulge ex- 
act details. 

“Obviously, we at New Age Man- 
agement are very high on Mr. Tatum 
and Mr. Victory’s potential,” said 
Apollo. “They are two proven veter- 
ans who have shown they can come 
back from adversity to do what they 
intend to do and capture the titles 
they intend to. capture. Of course, 
securing the services of such wres- 


tlers does not come cheaply, ‘but | 
felt the cost was justified. We realize 
that our objective of capturing every 
wrestling title in the state of Texas 
will require some sizable invest- 
ments, but we figure that the end 
justifies the green.” 

While the “we” is this case is 
Apollo and Hart, it has been ru- 
mored that Hart and Apollo had a 
major _falling-out' over the 
Tatum/Victory signing. Our messages 
left with Hart went unanswered—the 
first time in memory that the outspo- 
ken manager has missed a chance to 
give his side of-a story. 

Hart's silence notwithstanding, Ta- 
tum and Victory promise to be big 
trouble for The Fantastics. 

“Bobby and | knew what we were 
getting into as soon as the merger 
was announced,” said Rogers. “Vic- 
tory and Tatum have been two of 
our toughest opponents over the 
years, but we've been in the ring 
with some other tough teams, like 
The Sheepherders and The RPMs, 
and we've always found a way to 
beat them.” 


“That's right,” Fulton agreed. “You 
get these guys who are always talk- 
ing about how bad and how tough 
they are, but in the ring, a real wres- 
tler will always beat a brawler like 
Tatum or Victory. What worries me, 
though, is that Apollo will be at ring- 
side now.” 

But The Fantastics have already 
taken measures to forestall any ‘pos- 


sible interference from New Age 
Management. The World Class-Wild 
West merger also reunited Rogers 
and Fulton with their old friend Solo- 
mon Grundy, a 6’2” 460-pound behe- 
moth who has become a fixture at 
The Fantastics’ matches—especially 
when Apollo or Hart are present. 

Apollo has vehemently objected to 
this practice. “Isn’t that just like 
those two wimps to keep someone 
around to do their dirty work? A 
couple of years back they had that 
sideshow freak Silo Sam [Big John 
Harris] outside the ring to interfere 
whenever they were in trouble, now 
it's Solomon Grundy. But there’s no 
problem that New Age Management 
can't overcome! Taking care of two 
pretty boys and disposing of one 
hillbilly freak is all in a day’s work 
around here.” 

But The Fantastics, as always, re- 
main unintimidated. “Texas is where 
we want to be, and Texas is where 
we're gonna stay,” Fulton said. “Vic- 
tory and Tatum are the last people 
who are going to be able to do any- 
thing about it!” O

While Hogan is perhaps the most 
beloved and most popular wrestler 
of all time, he’s also one of the 
most criticized. Wrestling purists 
contend that Hogan has few wres- 
tling skills, instead preferring to use 
his size and power to overcome 
more talented opponents. 

Bodyslam, legdrop, pin. It’s the 
basic Hogan repertoire. Hogan has 
no scientific background and does 
little work on improving his skills. 
Instead, he spends most of his time 
between matches in the gym, 
working out with weights and im- 
proving his already considerable 
physique. 

Wrestling has only entered the 
20th century since 1984 when Ho- 
gan powered his way to the cham- 
pionship with a win over The Iron 
Sheik. The quality of wrestling 
broadcasting has improved tremen- 
dously. Federations actively market 
their wrestlers on T-shirts, hats, 
sweatshirts, and videotapes. Nobody 
will claim that Hogan is the reason 
for this, but the boom didn’t begin 
until “The Hulkster” emerged as an 
all-purpose star. 

Would a beltless Hogan be as 
valuable as Hogan the champion? 
Probably not, but he would still be 
a very marketable commodity. 
“Many people who see Hogan on 
TV or in the movies don’t know 
that he’s the WWF World champi- 
on,” said Madison Avenue market- 
ing executive Francis McGovern. 
“When he was in Rocky III, he 
wasn't even in the WWF, so that 
just about proves that Hogan is

The NWA is, in my opinion, the ultimate in wres- 
tling, and Stampede Wrestling is a bright rising star worthy 
of representation. Congratulations on making a superior 
choice.” So much for the compliments. Tammy Glover of 
Bluff City, Tennessee, takes issue with our Top 10 tag team 
ratings: “I haven't written in quite a while. You see, after 
they announced that Tully Blanchard and Arn Anderson 
would be defending their NWA World tag team belts against
